Last  fall  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Public  Television 
Network  launched 
Pennsylvania  2000: 
Projects  to  Build  a Bet- 
ter Pennsylvania,  a 
series  of  high  impact 
programs  designed  to 
focus  statewide  atten- 
tion on  issues  of  special 
concern  to  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Pennsyl- 
vanians. Programs  to 
date  have  used  a variety 
of  program  formats  to 
highlight  both  succes- 
ses and  concerns  in 
critical  areas  such  as 
education,  literacy,  the 
environment  and  the 
arts. 

On  Monday,  January 
14,  Pennsylvania  2000 
will  air  one  of  its  most 
ambitious  programs. 
The  program,  which 
airs  on  the  eve  of  the 
Governor’s  Inaugura- 
tion, will  focus  on  the 
results  of  a survey  that 
asked  Pennsylvanians 
what  they  think  is  the 
most  important  prob- 
lem facing  Pennsyl- 
vania today,  and  what 
they  would  do  to  solve 
that  problem. 

The  program,  called 
The  People’s  Agenda, 
will  use  short  videos  to 
highlight  issues  iden- 


tified in  the  survey.  The 
videos  also  will  help  to 
trigger  reactions  from 
panelists  who  will  be  in- 
terconnected for  the 
live  program  at  PPTN 
stations  around  the 
state.  The  interconnect 
will  give  these  issues  a 
statewide  perspective 
and  will  allow  panelists 
from  different  areas  to 
exchange  ideas  on 
problems  and  solu- 
tions. In  addition, 
viewers  will  be  invited 
to  call  in  during  the  pro- 
gram to  ask  questions 
or  react  to  the  discus- 
sions. 


The  People’s  Agenda, 

which  is  produced  for 
PPTN  by  WQED,  will 
air  statewide  on  PPTN 
stations  on  Monday, 
January  14,  at  10  p.m.

The  statewide  survey 
that  identified  the  is- 
sues highlighted  in  The 
People’s  Agenda  was 
conducted  in  October 
by  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Data  Center’s 
Survey  Research  Unit, 
which  is  part  of  The  In- 
stitute of  State  and 
Regional  Affairs,  Penn 
State  Harrisburg.  This 
random  telephone  sur- 
vey of  682  Pennsylvania 
adults  comes  very  close 
to  mirroring  the  results 
that  would  be  obtained 
if  the  total  state  were 
interviewed.  It  has  a 
sampling  error  of  plus 
or  minus  3.9%

What  do  young 
people  in  Pennsylvania 
think?  How  do  they 
feel  about  issues  that 
affect  them  now  and  in 
the  future? 

To  find  out,  Pennsyl- 
vania Public  Television 
Network  stations  have 
invited  students  in 
grades  6-12  to  enter  a 
storyboard  contest  for 
a 30-60  second  public 
service  announcement 
around  the  theme 
“How  I Can  Change 
the  World.”  The 
project,  part  of  PPTN’s 
Pennsylvania  2000: 
Projects  to  Build  a Bet- 
ter Pennsylvania 
series,  is  an  offshoot  of 
the  1989  AIDS  student 
video  competition,  but 
has  been  changed  to  a 
storyboard  and  script 
contest  to  allow  greater 
student  participation. 

The  winning 
storyboard  entry  from 
each  PPTN  station  area 
will  be  produced  as  a 
public  service  an- 
nouncement and  aired 
statewide  on  all  PPTN 
stations.  The  videos 
then  will  be  entered  in 
the  Public  Television 
Outreach  Alliance’s 
1991  nationwide 
storyboard  contest. 

As  part  of  this 
statewide  Pennsyl- 
vania 2000  project, 
WQED  will  produce  a 


half-hour  documentary 
for  and  about  kids.  The 
program  will  show  the 
winning  public  service 
announcements  and 
will  take  viewers  be- 
hind the  scenes  to  see 
how  they  were  made. 
The  program  also  will 
include  interviews  with 
the  students  about 
what’s  on  their  minds 
these  days. 

This  third  Pennsyl- 
vania 2000  program, 
called  Kids  Tal^  will 
air  this  spring.  The  pro- 
gram will  tie  in  closely 
with  public  television’s 
year-long  emphasis  on 
families  and  children. 

As  part  of  the  nation- 
al programming  for 
public  television’s 
Year  of  the  Family, 
WQED  also  will 
produce  Cool  Connec- 
tions, a program  show- 
ing how  kids  are  taking 
charge  of  their  world. 
Cool  Connections  will 
air  in  April. 

This  fall  public 
television  also  will  air 
the  remarkable  six-part 
series.  Childhood.  The 
landmark  series  will 
focus  on  the  milestones 
of  child  development 
and  will  trace  the  lives 
of  children  and  their 
families  in  a wide 
variety  of  cultures. 


Blue  Ribbon  Celebration 

As  part  of  the  outreach  for  Pennsylvania  2000’s  A 
Blue  Ribbon  Celebration,  which  profiled  cultural 
groups  across  the  state,  planning  packets  were  sent 
to  arts  councils  and  community  chambers  of  com- 
merce to  encourage  them  to  meet  and  plan  cultural 
events.  This  cooperation  proved  to  be  highly  suc- 
cessful for  the  Pioneer  Crafts  Council  of  Uniontown 
and  the  local  chamber  who  worked  together  to 
promote  the  craft  council’s  Thursday  night  musical 
programs.  Attendance  doubled  at  these  free  musical 
events  that  are  open  to  the  public.
